cool, 
rapid-speaking 
witness 


seemed to explain away the various 
points made against him 
He had a 


plausible excuse and seemingly sound 
explanation for everything. 
Skill- 


fully and with wonderful tact and 
cunning he told all the damaging evi- 
dence against his own character, while 
the entire drift of his testimony was 
to make Wood the seducer of the girl 
and Walling the supposed and only 
man directly concerned in her death. 


At one point in his testimony he was 


asked to explain what he was doing1 
with two pairs of ladies' white kid 
gloves found in his possession. He 
took one pair of the gloves, which had 
never been worn, and said he bought 
them to attend a reception, that they 
were not ladies' gloves hut bought for 
himself. 
While he was speaking he 


deftly fitted one of the gloves upon 
his hand and held it up to view, show- 
ing a perfect fit. 


There were no new points brought 


out in the closing of his testimony be- 
yond statements and minor circum- 
stances tending to contradict 
the 


state's case and laying a foundation 
for future corroboration by Jackson 
himself. 


The principal sensation of the af- 


ternoon proceedings, was in that part 
of Jackson's testimony relating to his 
prison experience. On this point his 
counsel drew him out fully. Some oi 
his statements were highly sensation- 
al. Alluding to his experience in Cin- 
cinnati, he said that before his re- 
moval to 
Kentucky, Chief-of-Police 


Dietsch came to him alone and said to 
him that a removal to Kentucky mosl 
probably meant death as soon as he 
reached Kentucky soil. He said after 
Col. 
Dietsch had woiked on his fears 


he pulled out his -,vatch and said 
"Now, Jackson, I'll give you five mm- 
ntes to tell all about this murder and 
tell me where the head is." 


Jackson says that Dietsch paced up 


and down the floor for some time with 
his watch open, but not being able to 
get a confession from him, left. 


Court adjourned at the conclusion oi 


Jackson's testimony at 5:dO, the wit- 
ness having been on the stand all day. 


Col. Nelson announced that the pros- 


ecution would not cross-examine Jack- 
son.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The naval 


appropriation bill had the undivided 
attention of the senate to-day, butt 
when the session closed, no progress 
had been inade upon the bill beyond 
the exclusion, on a point of order, of 
Mr. Quay's amendment to increase the 
number of battleships from four to 
six. 
Mr. Gorman's amendment to re- 


duce the number to two was the prop- 
osition before the senate when it met 
and remained so when it adjourned. 


Speeches were made by Mr. White 


(Cal.) in favor of coast defenses rather 
than of an increased navy; by Mr. Al- 
len (Neb.), predicting the collapse of 
the democratic and republican parties 
—the former within three mouths and 
the latter by the 4th of March, 1901— 
and by Mr. Gorman (Md.), in enforce1 
ment of his views as to the necessity 
of more economy in approprrations. 


The senate, at 6 p. m., adjourned un- 


til to-morrow. 


HOUSE. 


The house to-day disposed of the 


three contested-election cases from 
Mississippi, adopting the resolutions 
reported from the elections committee 
coafirming the title of the sitting mem 
bei-s, Messrs. Allison, Williams am 
Spencer (derus.), to their seats. The 
contestants iu these eases based then 
claims for the seats upon an alleyec 
violation of the federal law regulating 
the representation of Mississsippi in 
congress by the constitution of thaJ 
state.

sion of Gen. Wm. Grose, of Indiana 
from $20 to 875 a mouth. 


Five hours were then devoted to 


further discussion of the bankruptc;

to-day's session. The principal speak 
ers were Messrs. De Armond (dem 
Mo.); Tawney (Rep., Minn.) and Bailej 
(dem., Tex.), against the bill; an 
Messrs. Burton (rep., Mo.), Culbertson 
(dem., Tex.) and Ray (rep., N. Y.) i 
favor o£ the bill. The latter two ac 
mitted their conversion from an atti 
tude of opposition to a bill containin 
the involuntary feature. The diseu: 
sion developed the fact that the hous 
was practically unanimous in favor o 
a bill providing for voluntary bank 
ruptcy—the difference in opinion was 
as to the incorporation of the invo!

electric power plant at Niagara. A 
miniature pow er house containing little 
dynamos, built to the exact scale of the 
monster originals, v, ill be shown in sec- 
tion—that is it will be cut in half, so that 
the spectators may see an exact repro- 
duction of the contrivances wherewith 
the mighty waterfall has been har- 
nessed to the work of man. Sections of 
the great wheel pits and the tunnel 
through which the waste water is con- 
veyed to the river below the falls will 
also be shown, and the whole will be in 
operation all the time so loiig as the ex- 
hibition is open.

Those who have followed the devel- 


opment of electric power transmission 
will remember that for years man}' 
electrical experts persisted in the dec- 
laration that it would require more cop- 
per than could be afforded by the 
world's entire visible supply to moke a 
cable big enough to send power from 
Niagara to New York, and that when 
Tesla, a few years ago, announced his 
ability to perform this supposedly im- 
possible thing these sam« experts 
laughed him to scorn. But there is 
now no doubt that the transmission can 
and w ill be accomplished, since already 
in a number of experiments it has been 
found practicable to send a great vol- 
ume of current from the falls to the 
Hudson's mouth over a single "com- 
mercial main," Tesla's "iv, o-phase sys- 
tem" being the method employed. It 
should be said, however, that at this 
writing no one can determine how 
many horse power cm be transmitted, 
since the experiment has not yet been 
tried under anything like as favor- 
able conditions as will exist during 
the exhibition. 


But perhaps the most interesting uses 


to which the Niagara current will be 
put have not yet been mentioned. Ar- 
rangements have been made to turn it 
into one of the Atlantic cables, and then 
to utilize the energy of the big water- 
fall to flash a message under the sea, 
from, the American republic to the 
mother country. President Cleveland 
may then send greetings by cable to 
her majesty, Queen Victoria, and, in- 
asmuch as Niagara's waters are inter- 
national in position, the river forming 
a port of the boundary between the 
United States and Canada, it has been 
suggested that the courtesy of sending 
this message on the queen's birthday 
would be appreciated by Great Britain. 


Further, it is expected that W. H. 


Preece, who has charge of the British 
telegraph lines, will complete a circuit 
as nearly as may be around the world, 
and then messages may be sent by Ni- 
agara's electricity from the exhibition 
to eminent men on the continent of 
Europe, such as President Faure of the 
French republic, the premier of the 
German empire and others. Dr. Depeiw 
will send the message over the long cir-

With this current 
we could charge storage batteries. A 
sufficient number ot these batteries to 
furnish a thousand horse-power for a 
day of 24 hours could be transported 
for much less mouey than it would cost 
to haul coal enough to furnish a sim- 
ilar amount of power for the same 
length of time. As fast as the charged 
batteries were exhausted they coukl be 
returned for recharging, and the saving
